A PROTEST AG AI SS T THE FOREIGS WA Y 


The New York Tribune Is provoked, by 
the manner in which the strike in the Car­ 
negie iron works has been conducted, to raise 
a protest against the ways of foreigners in 
labor contests in this country. 
Here is a 
portion of its article on the su b ject; 


The worst feature of the case Is that, by numerous 
Im portations under contracts to flit the |,la<-*<< of 
strikers. It has come to nan* that a largi- proportion 
of the workers in that region are foreigner*. unac­ 
quainted with American institutions and id s*, and 
little Indue need by American opinion 
To such 
w orkers a strike mean* a reaort to violence—an 
organised, desperate and lawless attem pt to pre­ 
vent any other workers from doing the work t hat t be 
strikers refuse The men at Hom estead, their wives 
and children, show a flerec determ ination to make it 
Impossible for anybody el-e to work in place of th*- 
old hands 
But that spirit, however law less arid ur, 
just, is perfectly natural for workers of foreign birth 
and training, nome of whom have been brought to 
this country under co n trad a to take the places of 
other stokers 
l’erba|m they were then met w ith 
the violence which they now exhibit tow ard all new 
comer* 
The law was not enforced or ref petted 
then. and they do not expect It to be enforced now. 
This is pretty brave talk in a city where 
the foreigner Is the boas in politics, but its 
very courage indicates the confidence that a 
better day Is coming. 
W e have received for 
clgDcratoo rapidly to assimilate them and train 
them to American ideas. Employers of l:d«>r 
an- largely responsible for this. 
W hen one 
gang of foreign workmen have instituted a 
strike and made themselves offensive by law 
Jess and violent acts, their employers have 
hastened over to Europe and employed anew 
lot. 
There has bceu no difficulty in finding 
thousands willing to come where hundreds 
were wanted, and to whom wages were no 
object till they were landed. 
A few weeks 
of work. and then they liecamo recruits to 
the turbulent forces whom they were ct- 
peeled 
to 
supplant. 
And thus it went 
on and on until 
Congress 
found 
itself 
compelled to 
enact 
a 
law 
against 
the 
imfiorlation of lalior under contract. 
T ti is 
law is easily evaded, as witness the flood of 
immigration, which shows no appreciable de­ 
crease. 
W hether these hundreds of thou­ 
sand* come over under contract or not. they 
are at once added to the great volume of stir 
plus labor, arid are ready for any strike that 
may he inaugurated, and for every act of 
violence that is on the program, from the 
moment that they obtain employm ent. 
The outcome is going to Is*, not the upris­ 
ing of another Know Nothing party, for the 
immigration question is not one of jwdities or 
rtdigion, hut the enactm ent of very stringent 
laws for tile regulation of immigration and 
its restriction to the actual needs of the court 
try. Im|Mirtation of workmen under contract 
is not a serious evil, provided they are not 
brought over to supplant other workmen and 
are not hired for wages Is low lite standing 
rate in tile industries to whit Ii th ey are to Is' 
assigned. 
W hat is needed rallier is a sort of 
civil service examination of eat Ii new cone r, 
to ascertain whether he has the intelligence, 
discretion and moral character to become a 
good citizen, and especially Ids views con 
cerning the obligations which every work 
ingman lakes upon himself when given em 
ploymeut. 
And there would at once laconic 
visible a vast improvement in the character 
of our immigration if every foreigner on 
arriving were required lo g ier bonds to n t he 
rom e a public charge or a disturber of Hic 
peart- within a year. 
Under such laws a man 
m ight rome here under contract if lie were 
forced by law to keep that contract till its 
expiration, on pain of k in g sent back to (lie 
“ old country ” if he violated it. 
Hut the most essential tiling of all is to see 
that no foreigners are adm itted who refuse to 
undcm laud Hut lids is n land of equal rights, 
and that the men already here have as good 
right to lalsir aud to wages as those who iiav 
just arrived or are alsiut Ut land. 
It is the 
rather “ fresh" foreigner only who, when Ii 
engages in a strike, is ready Ut light and to 
kill any persofl who is willing to take ids 
place. 
This sort must la- rigidly prohibited 
or if found here they must la- sent home.

the complaints constantly coming to 
Am erica of the suffering caused in Europe 
by over production. 
The free-traders can 
not be making money at an Inordinate rate 
while this condition of over production ex 
iats. 
Or if they were they would not come 
here to invest, where they must pay double 
and even treble wages iii many line* of in 
dustry. 
They would alight upou some other 
free trade country like Belgium or Spain, 
where labor la even cheaper than in England. 
They are simply coming here because all the 
markets of the world to which they have 
access 
are 
surfeited, 
and because 
they 
cannot get their English-made goods into our 
country without paying the high protective 
duty upon them. 
W hether this movement 
is to benefit or injure American labor remains 
to be seen. 
It is certainly not going to retire 
a vast amount of American capital from ac­ 
tive and profitable employment, for our cap­ 
italists ars not fools. 
There is yet a vast 
country to develop, and every American dol­ 


lar withdrawn will find abundant room for 
new investment, thus enlarging the field of 
industry. 
But let nobody mistake the cause 
of tin* movement. 
It is not Ix-cause the 
English free traders are making too much 
money at home. but because they have come 
to the ‘ end of the rope" of profitable invest 
ment there, and English ’guns can conquer 
no more foreign markets.

For leaving 
the state to engage in a prize fight lie is 
liable to a fine of $500, a term of one year in 
prison, or I loth fine and imprisonment.

Sullivan would Is- an excellent man 
in any of our prisons, and especially in the 
quarries at Dancmors.

Besides, a year in 
prison would get the w hisky out of him and 
perhaps confirm him in habit* of sobriety.

Now the 
state lias the opportunity, as soon as the law 
can lay it.* hands on him, to make him our 
most distinguished public servant.

tics of divorce, he has embodied all that was 
quaintest and most outlandish in his year's 
researches in an aaticle in the last West min* 
ter. 
Most of his choicest cases are from the 
California records. 
California divorce Legis­ 
lation represents the ne p in t ultra of advanced 
radicalism. 
In direct opposition to this are 
laws of Bouth California, which refused a 
divorce to a woman in a case where “ the de 
fendent bus broken the plaintiff's none. cut 
ber face and lips, broken five of her ribs, lie 
sides chewing her ears.” 
In California divorces are granted on the 
grounds of cruel aud iuhutnan treatment. 
No such severity aa in the California case 
need be alleged there either, as a husband may 
obtain a divorce on the failure of iii* w Ife to 
law on his buttons. 
In one case a witness 
declared that be had seen the plaintiff with 
but one button on his vest; the husband de­ 


clared that such neglect caused him mental 
anguish, and the obliging California jurists 
granted the decree as prayed for. 
In every 
one of the fifty three eases which Mr. Meri­ 
wether embodies in his article, his citation is 
from the judical record, and contains the 
main, if not only ground, upon which the (Ii 
vorce was grunted. 
Here arc a few of them : 
Case I. 
From testimony of the husband : 
“ My wife would not get up in the morning, 
nor would she call me in the morning; she 
would not do anything I requested her to do. 
All this has caused me mental suffering and 
anguish." 
Case 2. 
The defendant (the husband) docs 
not wash himself. 
Thereby 
causirg the 
plaintiff great mental anguish. 
CaaeS. 
“ The plaintiff (the huslmnd.) at 
dinner, did not eat, whereupon the defendant 
said to him ; ‘If you don’t eat I ’ll cat your 
beati off. 
This threat caused plaintiff men 
tai anguish, ami bi prays for divorce on the 
ground of cruel and innum-tn treatm ent ” It 
is not stated whether any expert testimony 
was taken upon the quality of tn t wife’s 
cooking. 
Case 4. 
Defendant is cruel to plaintiff in 
this; he never cuts his toe nails, and scratches 
her severely every night, especially as defen­ 
dant is restless in his sleep. 
Case 5. 
From plaintiffs testimony : Dur­ 
ing our whole married life my husband has 
never offered to take roe out riding. 
This 
has been a source of great mental suffering 
and injury.” 
Case ti." Defendant (husband) sleeps with 
a razor under his pillow, sofely to frighten 
and distress plaintiff. 
Case 7. 
From testimony of husband: “ My 
wife would not walk with me on Sundays. 
Once, in a tantrum , she heaved a teapot at 
me. 
She hit me on the side of the jaw be­ 
cause I refused to he worked into a passion. 
Once she pulled quite a quanity of hair out 
of my head,” (Anions- the papers was a tuft 
of sandy hair marked “ Exhabit A .”) 
Several of these applicants would a t'first 
sight seem deserving of sym pathy, notably 
“ Case 4.” 
But then, on the other hand, de­ 
fendant might say something atmid a pair of 
ice cold feet against the small of his hack 
that would bring the jury over at once. 
It Is a vexing question, the simplest solu­ 
tion of w hich secerns to have been found by 
Mrs. Bentley W orthington, the Christiaan 
Scientist, who. arguing from a highly moral 
and virtuous standpoint, casts off the existing 
marriage bond, and seek affinity and true 
happiness in a state of free love. 
Even this 
plan has its drawbacks, but there nre some 
people who would kick if they had the world.

many other people, in removing certain erro 
neons notion* on (lie subject to which they 
relate. 
W hile lite report commits itself to no 
opinion on the litoral ami social aspect* of the 
diiuk question, it* figure* will enable every 
one to draw Iii* own conclusions. 
The sta­ 
tism * -ire all the more valuable from the fact 
that they have not U rn collated with the 
view of *ii|i|M>rting any |*-<uliar theories in re­ 
gard to the use of liquors. 
The large increase iii the consumption of 
fermented liquors in tilt- United Slat*-* shows 
how great a revolution Int* taken place in the 
drinking habit* of (lie American people 
wiil.in a generation. 
W ith the increase in 
the demand for beer and w inc there lias been 
ut the same lime a steady decline in the con 
sumption of spirituous liquors. 
These two 
opjxisite tendencies, as revealed by the stall* 
tic* of the Treasury, show the progress which 
Temperance Reform i* spontaneously malt 
ing nmong tile American (N-ople without the 
aid of tilt- constable or Hie informer. 
While 
the facts are bv no means new to impartial 
observers of socal movements, they are strik 
bigly confirmed by official data. 
Iii I IMO the consumption of spirit* wa* n 
little more than 24 gallons lo eat Ii lit ad of the 
imputation of the United States, and in IHNS 
tin- consumption bud fallen to a little' It-** 
than I $ gallon* per head, or more titan one 
half iii Ic** titan fifty years. 
On Hie oilier 
hand, Hie consurup'ion of beer increased in 
this |M-riod from 11 gallon* lo 124 gallons per 
lieitd of Hie population; and the consumption 
of w ine increased from a little less tlion 4 to 
a little more than 4 gallon js-r head.

report of the Treasury, pursuing these sin 
listics down year by year from 1H40, shows 
a steady Increase In the consumption of beer 
mid wine, and a corn- ponding decline In the 
use of spirit* for drink. 
Iii I HUO tile total eonsumption of spirituous 
liquors in lite United States wa* SO. MS. Ho I 
gallons, with a population of 81,443,521 
while in I SHS the consumption wa* 75,845,- 
352 gallons, w ith more than double the pop­ 
ulation of iHflO, 
These figure* serve bi ex 
plain the 
difficulty encountered 
by 
the 
Whisky Trust in itsefforls to maintain prices 
in face of a steadily declining demand. 
In 
I Hilo tin- total consumption of liccr in the 
country wa* 101,340,000 gallon*, arid 
in- 
1MMH the consumption of Ix-er was 707,5H7.- 
050 gallons. 
It is not strange that our En­ 
glish and Gorman cousins should In- seeking 
investments iii American breweries. 
The to­ 
tal consumption of w inc in the United States 
In 1*00 was 11.050,111 gallons, of which 0, 
100.133 gallons were foreign importnth-n* 
In I HHH the total wine consumption was 30, 
335,off* gallons, of w hich only 4.654,545 gal­ 
lon* were imported. 
A comparison w ith foreign countries in the 
matter of drink is by no means unfavorable 
to the United State*. W hile England, France 
and Germany consume |a-r capita nearly a* 
much spirit* as the United States, the Eng­ 
lish consume per capita treble arni the Ger­ 
mans double the quantity of la-cr used by the 
American people, w hile the French consume 
fifty times our per capita quantity of wine. 
Thin cotnprrison of consumption hy the head 
is. however, a very unreliable method of es 
timating I elal ive degrees of national sobri 
ety, inasmuch as there I* in this country a 
far 
greater proportion of total abstinence 
people than in any of the others. 
While in 
Germany most of the women drink iiecr and 
in France wine, comparatively few American 
women taste cither. 
The statistics warrant 
Hie conclusion that more |icople drink liquor* 
in Germany and France, and that there is 
more drunkenness in the United State*. 
But 
this report shows that the voluntary temper 
an c e movement, which owes nothing to pro 
bibitory lienal codes, is making steady and 
gratifying progress among the 
American 
I>eople.

lar withdrawn w ill find abundant room for 
new investment, thus enlarging the field of 
industry. 
Rut let nobody mistake the cause 
of the movement. 
It is not because the 
English free traders are making too much 
money at home, but because they have come 
to the “ cud of the rope” of profitable invest­ 
ment there, and English ’girns can conquer 
no more foreign markets. 
W ait and see if 
these English investors remain free traders 
long after they have got well settled here. 


S U L L IV A N D R U N K 


T he New York Tribune is provoked, by 
the manner in which the strike in the Car­ 
negie iron works has been conducted, to raise 
a protest against the ways of foreigners in 
labor contests in this country. 
Here is a 
portion of its article on the su b ject: 


T he worst feature of th e case Ls th a t, by num erous 
im portations u n d er c o n tra c ts to fill th e places of 
strikers, it b ascó m e to p ass th a t a larg e proportion 
of the w orkers in th a t region a re foreigners, unac­ 
quainted w ith A m erican in stitu tio n s an>l ideas, and 
little influenced by A m erican opinion. 
To such 
w orkers a strik e m ean s a reso rt to violence—an 
organized, d esp erate a n d law less a tte m p t to p re­ 
vent any o th er w orkers from d oing th e w ork th a t the 
strik ers refuse. T he m en a t H o m estead , th eir wives 
and children, show a fierce d eterm in atio n to m ake it 
im possible for anybody else to w ork in place of the 
old hands. 
But th at sp irit, how ever law less and u n ­ 
just, is p erfectly n atu ral fo r w orkers of foreign birth 
a n d train in g , som e of w hom have been brought to 
th is country u n d er c o n tra c ts to tak e the p laces of 
o th e r strikers. 
I'erh ajis th ey w ere then m et w ith 
th e violence w hich th ey now ex h ib it tow ard all new ­ 
com ers. 
The law w as n o t enforced or respected 
then, and they do not e x p e ct it to be enforced now. 
This is pretty brave talk in a city where 
the foreigner is the boss in politics, but its 
very courage indicates the confidence that a 
better day is coming. 
W e have received for 
cigners too rapidly to assimilate them and train 
them to American ideas. Employers of labor 
are largely responsible for this. 
When one 
gang of foreign workmen have instituted a 
strike and made themselves offensive by law­ 
less and violent acts, their employers have 
hastened over to Europe and employed a new 
lot. 
There has been no difficulty in finding 
thousands w illing to come where hundreds 
were wanted, and to w hom wages were no 
object till they were landed. 
A few- weeks 
of work, and then they became recruits to 
the turbulent forces whom they were ex­ 
pected 
to 
supplant. 
And thus it went 
on and on until 
Congress 
found 
itself 
compelled to 
enact 
a 
law 
against the 
importation of lal>or under contract. 
This 
law is easily evaded, as witness the flood of 
immigration, which shows no appreciablede 
crease. 
W hether these hundreds of thou­ 
sands come over under coutract or not, they 
are at once added to the great volume of sur 
plus labor, and are ready for any strike that 
may be inaugurated, and for every act of 
violence that is on the program, from the 
moment that they obtain employment. 
The outcome is going to l>e, not the upris­ 
ing of another Know Nothing party, for the 
Immigration question Is not one of politics or 
religion, hut the enactm ent of very stringent 
laws for the regulation of immigration and 
its restriction to the actual needs of the coun 
try. Importation of workmen under contract 
is not a serious evil, provided they arc not 
brought over to supplant other workmen and 
arc not hired for wages below the standing 
rate in the industries to which they are to be 
assigned. 
W hat is needed rather is a sort of 
civil service examination of each new-comer, 
to ascertain whether he lias the intelligence, 
discretion and moral character to become a 
good citizen, and especially his views con 
cerniDg the obligations which every work­ 
ingman takes upon himself when given em­ 
ployment. 
And there would at once become 
visible a vast improvement in the character 
of our immigration if every foreigner on 
arriving were required to give bonds to not be­ 
come a public charge or a disturber of the 
peace within a year. 
Under such laws a man 
m ight come here under contract if lie were 
forced by law to keep that contract till its 
expiration, on pain of being sent back to the 
“ old country ” if he violated it. 
Rut the most essential tiling of all is to see 
that no foreigners are adm itted who refuse to 
understand that this is a land of equal rights, 
and that the men already here have as good a 
right to lalior and to wages as those who have 
just arrived or are about to land. 
It is the 
rather " fresh” foreigner only who, when lie 
engages! in a strike, is ready to fight and to 
kill any person who is willing to lake his 
place. 
This sort m ust l>e rigidly prohibited, 
or if found here they must be sent home. 


It is probable that John L. Sullivan does 
not stand as well to-day as he did last week, 
even among sporting men. 
lie has made it 
dangerous for himself and his friends by get­ 
ting drunk in Chicago, and imprudently' en­ 
deavoring to “ paint the town." 
He has a 
very large party of admirers w ho labor night 
and day to keep him concealed from the offi­ 
cers of the law, and who realize that when he 
goes to prison they are likely to accompany 
him. 
He 
cannot 
l>e 
held 
or 
hid­ 
den 
while 
drunk, 
and 
his 
open 
carousals are sure to bring him to grief. 
It 
is the duty of a criminal who has criminal 
abettors in the same peril as himself, to keep 
his head level and his w its about him. 
This 
it is impossible for Sullivan to do. 
Kilrain 
is at last showing that he has points of supe­ 
riority over Sullivan, for he is keeping sober 
and trying to hide himself. 
W e have seen no reason to doubt the earn 
estness of Gov. Lowry’s intention to bring 
the sluggers and their companions to justice. 
Rut since Sullivan is understood 
to be 
coming 
to New York, we wish to 
m ind Gov. 
Hill 
that 
he 
owes 
the 
state of New York some service. 
It was in 
Allegany county that he trained for the 
tight, and it was from this state that he took 
his departure for Mississippi. 
For leaving 
the state to engage in a prize fight he is 
liable to a fine of $500, a term of one year in 
prison, or both fine and imprisonment. 
It 
Gov. Lowry calls upon Gov. “Ilill for the 
extradition of the giant, lie should be re 
fused. 
Sullivan would be an excellent man 
in any of our prisons, and especially in the 
quari u-s at Daneruora. 
He would also prefer 
steady job without 
doubt to a place 
in the Mississippi chain gang, in which he 
would lie sent around the state to perform the 
hardest kind of labor. 
Besides, a year 
prison would get the whisky out of him and 
perhaps confirm him in habits of sobriety 
John L. Sullivan has been for a week our 
most distinguished fellow citizen. 
Now the 
state has the opportunity, as soon as the law 
can lay its hands on him, to make him our 
most distinguished public servant.

dared that such neglect caused him mental 
anguish, and the obliging California jurists 
granted the decree as prayed for. 
In every 
one of the fifty-three cases which Mr. Meri­ 
wether embodies in bis article, his citation is 
from the judical record, aDd contains the 
main, if not only ground, upon which the di­ 
vorce was grunted. 
Here arc a few of them : 
Case 1. 
From testimony of the husband : 
My wife would not get up in the morning, 
nor would she call me in the morning; she 
would not do anything I requested her to do.

The defendant (the husband) docs 
not wash himself. 
Thereby 
causirg the 
plaintiff great mental anguish. 
CaseS. 
“ The plaintiff (the husband.) at 
dinner, did not eat, whereupon the defendant 
said v> him : ‘If you don’t eat I ’ll cut your 
head off. 
This threat caused plaintiff men­ 
tal anguish, and be prays for divorce on the 
ground of cruel and inhuman treatm ent.” It 
is not stated whether any expert, testimony 
was taken upon the quality of tnc wife’s 
cooking. 
Case 4. 
Defendant is cruel to plaintiff in 
this; he never cuts his toe nails, and scratches 
her severely every night, especially as defen­ 
dant is restless in his sleep. 
Case 5. 
From plaintiffs testim ony: Dur­ 
ing our whole married life my husband has 
never offered to take me out riding. 
This 
has been a source of great mental sufiering 
and injury.” 
Case 6. 
Defendant (husband) sleeps with 
a razor under his pillow, sofely to frighten 
and distress plaintiff. 
Case 7. 
From testimony of husband: “ My 
wife would not walk with me on Sundays. 
Once, in a tantrum , she heaved a teapot at 
me. 
She hit me on the side of the jaw be- 
enuse I refused to lie worked into a passioD 
Once she pulled quite a quanity of hair out 
of my head.” (Among the papers was a tuft 
of sandy hair marked “ Exhabit A .”) 
Several of these applicants wrould at’flrst 
sight seem deserving of sympathy, notably 
Case 4.” 
Rut then, on the other hand, de 
fendant might say something about a pair of 
ice-cold feet against the small of his hack 
that would bring the jury over at once. 
It is a vexing question, the simplest solu­ 
tion of which seeems to have been found by 
Mrs. Rentley W orthington, the Christiaan 
Scientist, who, arguing from a highly moral 
and virtuous standpoint, casts off the existing 
marriage bond, and seek affinity and true 
happiness in a state of free love.

This is the free trader’s explanation of the 
influx of English capital into this country for 
Investment in industrial enterprises. 
“ The 
wicked English free traders 
* * are m ak­ 
ing so much money.” 
Well, if they huve 
grown rich in free trade England it does not 
alter the fact that labor is poorly paid there, 
that the great army of unemployed is grow 
lng larger, and that this vast surplus capital 
has liecn earned by pauper labor. 
England 
has pushed free trade to its utmost limit. 
The guns of her great navy have backed the 
demands of the m erchants upon weak little 
governments in every part of the glolie to 
open their markets for them till nothing more 
remains to be conquered by Rrilish arms. 
England could not force the United States to 
yield her markets, and after her failure to 
win through politics by an alliance with the 
Democratic party, she has evidently given 
up the fight, lienee her.m anufacturers have 
concluded 
to 
move 
over. 
The Ilecord 
is 
not 
exactly accurate 
in 
its state­ 
ment of the reason for this movement; it is 
not so much because her free traders are 
m aking so much money at home that they 
turn to this country for the investment of 
their surplus wealth, as from a desire to get 
Into our markets in the ouly way open to 
them. 
The Record is not, we think, ignorant 
of 
the complaints constantly coming to 
America of the suffering caused in Europe 
by over-production. 
The free-traders can­ 
not be making money at an inordinate rate 
while this condition of over-production ex­ 
ists. 
Or if they were they would not come 
here to invest, where they m ust pay double 
and even treble wages la many lines of in­ 
dustry. 
They would alight upon some other 
free trade country like Belgium or Spain, 
where labor is even cheaper thnn in England. 
They are simply coming here because all the 
markets of the world to which they have 
access are 
surfeited, 
and because 
they 
cannot get their English-made goods into our 
country without paying the high protective 
duty upon them. 
W hether this movement 
Is to benefit or injure American labor remains 
to lie seen. 
It is certainly not going to retire 
a vast am ount of Am?ricnn capital from ac­ 
tive and profitable em ployment, for our cap­ 
italists are not fools. 
There is yet a vast 
country to develop, and every American dol- 


STA TISTIC S OF DRINK.

The Bureau of Statistics luis just published 
a report concerning the consumption of alco 
holic liquors in the United States, England 
France, Germany and sotne other countries 
These statistics will lie of value, not only to 
persons engaged in the liquor trade but to 
many oilier people, in removing certain erro 
neous notions on the subject to which they 
rehíle. 
While the report commits itself to no 
opinion on the moral aud social aspects of the 
drink question, its figures will enable every 
one to draw his own conclusions. 
The sla 
tisiies are all the more valuable from the fact 
that they have not liecn collated with the 
view of supporting any peculiar theories in re 
gard to the use of liquors. 
The large Increase in tlie consumption of 
fermented liquors in the United States shows 
how great a revolution has taken place in tlie 
drinking habits of the American pcopl 
within a generation. 
W ith the increase 
the demand for beer and wine there has been 
at the same lime a steady decline in the eon 
sumption of spirituous liquors. 
These tw 
opposite tendencies, as revealed by the statis 
tics of the Treasury, show the progress which 
Temperance Reform is spontaneously mak 
ing among the American people without the 
aid of the constable or the informer. 
While 
the facts are by no means new to impartial 
observers of socnl movements, they are strik 
ingly confirmed by official data. 
In 1840 the consumption of spirits was 
little more than 
gallons to each head of the 
population of the United States, and in 1888 
the consumption had fallen to a little less 
than 1¿ gallons per head, or more than one 
half in less than fifty years. 
On the oilier 
hand, the consumption of beer increased 
this period from 1§ gallons to 12$ gallons per 
head of the population; and thecousumption 
of wine increased from a little less than ¿ 
a little more than $ gallon per head. 
The 
report of the Treasury, pursuing these sta 
listics down year by year from 1840, shows 
a steady Increase in the consumption of bee 
and w ine, and a corre-ponding decline in the 
use of spirits for drink. 
In 1800 the total consumption of spirituous 
liquors in the United States was 89,968,65 
gallons, with a population of 81,443,32 
while in 1888 the consumption was 75,845. 
352 gallons, with more than double the pop 
ulalion of I860. 
These figures serve to ex 
plain the 
difficulty encountered 
by 
the 
Whisky T rust in ilscfforls to maintain prices 
in face of a steadily declining demand. 
i860 the total consumption of beer in the 
country was 101,346,699 gallons, and 
1888 the consumption of lieer was 767,587 
056 gallons. 
It is not strange that our E 
glisli and German cousins should be seeking 
investments in American breweries. 
The to 
tal consumption of w ine in the United States 
in 1H60 was 11,059,141 gallons, of which 
199,138 gallons were foreign importations 
In 1888 the total wine consumption was 36. 
335,()6s gallons, of which only 4.654,545 gai 
Ions were imported. 
A comparison with foreign countries in the 
matter of drink is by no means unfavorable 
to the United States. While England, France 
and Germany consume per enpita nearly as 
much spirits as the United States, the Eng­ 
lish consume per capita treble and the Ger­ 
mans double the quantity of beer used by the 
American people, while the French consume 
fifty times our per capita quantity of wine. 
This cotnprrison of consumption by the head 
is, however, a very unreliable method of es­ 
timating relative degrees of national sobri­ 
ety, inasmuch as there is in this country a 
far p-renter proportion of total abstinence 
people than in any of the others. 
While in 
Germany most of the women drink beer and 
in France wine, comparatively few American 
women taste either. 
The statistics warrant 
the conclusion that more people drink liquors 
in Germany and France, and that there is 
more drunkenness in the United States. 
But 
this report shows that the voluntary tem per­ 
ance movement, which owes nothing to pro­ 
hibitory penal codes, ls making steady and 
gratifying progress among the 
American 
people.

A correspondent of the Ceylon Ohxerrcr, in 
a recent Issue of that journal, describes Hic 
district in Ceylon in which gems have hith­ 
erto been most commonly found, and the 
method employed by Hie natives in digging 
for them. Itatnapura, or the “ city of gems,” 
is the centre of a district f t to BO miles 
square, in almost ail of which a stratum of 
gravel six feet lo 20 feet under the surface 
exists. 
Throughout this area gem pits are to 
Ik* seen near tile villages—some being worked 
now , others tieing abandoned. 
The nsttvc 
work there in companies of six or eight, and 
pay a rupee per man per Biolith for the priv 
liege of working a certain allotment, where 
they ls'gin by m arking off a square of about 
IO feet. 
After removing about three feet of 
soil, the sounding-rod—a piece of iron about 
half an inch in diameter and six feet lort£— 
is used fc fcmnd f„r gravel, lf successful, the 
jHjfPing is begun in earnest (ill about four 
feet deep, 
On the second day gravel is taken 
out by means of baskets handed from one 
man lo another till all within the Square is 
excavated. 
On (bu third day it is all washed 
in wicker lmskOs by a circular jerking mo 
tion, which throws out all the surplus light 
voile nnd rubbish, till a good quantity of 
heavy gravel is left in the bottom, which is 
carefully examined. Then* is hardly a basket­ 
ful that docs not contain some gems of infer 
lor value, which are usually sold by the 
jKiund for about nine rupees. 
Should no val 
untile stones lie *ound, another pit is sunk, 
nnd so til) one or perhrqis two or three really 
valuable gems are unearthed, w hen the work 
is stopiH il, and the whole party goes off to 
Hutnupurn with the prizes. 
If these are 
worth, say. a few thousand rupees, they 
are kept secret and only shown to one 
or two men of money, who make the own­ 
ers an advance and look after the safe custody 
of the precious stones. 
Then they gamble 
and drink for some time till another advance 
becomes necessary, and so on till half the 
value is obtained. 
Then the* party, w ith the 
mortgagee, proceeds to Colombo, or Italutnra, 
where rich Moor traders are summoned to 
purchase, and the gems seam find their way 
to London. The general public know nothing 
about these transactions, and valuable gems 
are never bes rd of in Ceylon, and scarcely 
see the light of day till they reach Bond 
street. 
The natives have a great fear of ex 
posing their finds till they are sold, and they 
have most extraordinary, superstitious ideas 
aliout showing M'em 
This system has been 
in vogue for centuries past. 
The 
Minotrf School Journal says: Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler is reported to have 
said : “ The argument for manual training 
rests upon psychology, and it is only modern 
psychology that has discovered the place 
that man's powers of expression occupy in 
the acquisition of knowledge and the develop­ 
ment of mental capacity 
Manual training 
is the form of instruction with which it is 
proposed to appeal to these powers .if ex 
prrssion. 
It 
consists 
of two reciprocal 
parts—drawing and constructive work. 
The 
object of the training is to add to the pupil's 
{lower of expression by verbal description 
the powers of expression by delineation, and 
by construction.” 
This writer seems to 
igoore the existence of draw ing in our present 
curriculum. 
All that he can claim that 
“ modern psychology has) discovered'* is the 
educational value of the workshop beyond 
that of drawing. 
Now if he will reveal 
just what that discovery, is. lie will do edu­ 
cation a great favor. 
When 
he has re­ 
vealed this discovery, 
we hope 
he will 
be 
able 
to show just 
how 
much the 
“ power of expression,” 
with tools, aids 
“ in 
the acquisition 
of knowledge” be 
yond that of some very rude and inartistic 
forms in mechanism und “ in the develop­ 
ment of mental capacity.” 
T hat “ expres­ 
sion " is a necessary aud universal process in 
learning we thought was ancient psychology 
as well as “ m odern,” hut all w ill cheerfully 
and gladly admit this contribution to educa­ 
tion made by “ modern psychology " when 
they are shown anything of real and general 
value for the acquisition of knowledge or for 
mental training which the school workshop 
can supply that is not already provided for 
in the curriculum approved by the ancient 
psychology. 
We lieg these gentlemen lo get 
dow n to bu*)Den. aud 'el! us just w hat dis 
coveries “ modern psychology” lins made 
that makes the workshop a necessity in lite 
common school for “ mental and disc iplinary 
training.” 
Why not try to have lite present 
curriculum better taught, and see how it will 
work? 
Under the title of " T h e Lion in Ids Den," 
the \lntj<l> burner Zulu ny prints a re|.ort of 
Bismarck’s latest feast of reason and How of 
soul at his Parliamentary “ F ruhschop|xn.” 
The host was in his best historical mood, and 
(toured forth a series of reminiscences of |k> 
lilies! persons and incidents, chiefly concern­ 
ing the German sovereigns from the " Fur- 
stenag” in 1803 to the death of Ludwig ll., 
of Bavaria. 
No living statesman has bud so 
many important consultations V itli crowned 
beaus, and he doubtless could, if lie would, 
dictate a collection of lively biographies of 
the later Kings of Saxony, Wurletnlierg, 
Hanover and 
Bavaria, 
to 
say 
nothing 
of the Grand Dukes and other sovereign 
Princes of Germany. 
“ lf I had lieen the re­ 
actionary, which nun took me for,” said the 
Chancellor, speaking of the Diet of the 
Princes in I MAKI, " I need only have given it 
my adhesion, and we could have had the 
very prettiest of reactions,supported by hun­ 
dreds of thousands of bayonets.” 
Ludwig 
ll , of Bavaria, he remarked, was a most 
highly cultivated man, and it was his rem ark­ 
able culture which helped to bring him to 
such au end. 
He received a letter from the 
unhappy monarch eight days before the sui­ 
cide.

A correspondent of the Cei/lon Observer, in 
a recent issue of that journal, describes the 
district in Ceylon in which gems have hith­ 
erto been most commouly found, and the 
method employed by the natives in digging 
for them. Ratnapura, or the “ city of gems,'1 
is the centre of a district 20 to 80 miles 
square, iu almost all of which a stratum of 
gravel six feet to 20 feet under the surface 
exists. 
Throughout this area gem pits are to 
be seen near the villages—some being worked 
now, others being abandoned. 
The natives 
work there in companies of six or eight, and 
pay a rupee per man pKt Mobth for the priv­ 
ilege of working a eoNiiin allotment, where 
‘hev begin l.y marking off a square of about 
10 feet. 
After removing about three feet of 
soil the sounding-rod—a piece of iron about 
half an inch ,n diameter and six feet lotVg— 
is used tq, souud for gravel. If successful, (he 
ug is begun in earnest till about four 
L et deep. 
On the second day gravel is taken 
out by means of baskets handed from one 
man lo another till all within the Square is 
excavated. 
On the third day it is all washed 
in wicker liaskcte by a circular jerking mo­ 
tion, which throws out all the surplus light 
stone and rubbish, till a good quantity of 
heavy gravel is left in the bottom, which is 
carefully examined. There is hardly a basket­ 
ful that does not contain some gems of infer­ 
ior value, which are usually sold by the 
pound for about nine rupees. 
Should no val­ 
uable- stones be #ound, another pit is sunk, 
and so till one or perhaps two or three really 
valuable gems are unearthed, when the work 
is stopped, and the whole party goes off to 
Ratnapura with the prizes. 
if these are 
worth, say, a few thousand rupees, they 
are kept secret and only shown to one 
or two men of money, who make the owu- 
ers an advance and look after the safe custody 
of the precious stones. 
Then they gamble 
and drink for some time till another advance 
becomes necessary, and so on till half the 
value is obtained. 
Then the party, with the 
mortgagee, proceeds tc Colombo, or Italutara, 
where rich Moor traders are summoned to 
purchase, and the gems soon find their way 
to London. The general public ktlow nothing 
about these transactions, and valuable gems 
are never heard of in Ceylon, and scarcely 
sec the light of day till they reach Boiul- 
sStrect. 
The natives have a great fear of ex­ 
posing their finds till they are sold, and they 
have most extraordinary, superstitious ideas 
about showing t'-em. 
This system has been 
in vogue for centuries past.

rests upon psychology, and it is only modern 
psychology that has discovered the place 
that man’s powers of expression occupy in 
the acquisition of knowledge and the develop­ 
ment of mental capacity 
Manual training 
is the form of instruction with which it is 
proposed to appeal to these powers of ex­ 
pression. 
It 
consists 
of two reciprocal 
parts—drawing and constructive work. 
The 
object of the training is to add to the pupil’s 
power of expression by verbal description 
the powers of expression by delineation, and 
by construction.” 
This writer seems to 
igoore the existence of drawing in our present 
curriculum. 
All that he cau claim that 
“ modern psychology hasj discovered” is the 
educational value of the workshop beyond 
that of drawing. 
Now if he will reveal 
just what that discovery, is. he will do edu­ 
cation a great favor. 
When 
he has re­ 
vealed this discovery, 
we hope 
he will 
be 
able 
to show just 
how 
much the 
“ power of expression,” 
with tools, aids 
“ in 
the acquisition 
of knowledge” be­ 
yond that of some very rude and inartistic 
forms in mechanism and “ in the develop­ 
ment of mental capacity.” 
T hat “ expres­ 
sion ” is a necessary and universal process in 
learning we thought was ancient psychology 
as well as “ m odern,” but all will cheerfully 
and gladly admit this contribution to educa­ 
tion made by “ modern psychology ” when 
they arc shown anything of real and general 
value for the acquisition of knowledge or for 
mental training which the school workshop 
can supply that is not already provided fur 
in the curriculum approved by the ancient 
psychology. 
We beg these gentlemen to get 
down to business, and tell us just what dis­ 
coveries “ modern psychology” has made 
that makes the workshop a necessity in the 
common school for “ mental and disciplinary 
training.” 
Why not try to have the present 
curriculum better taught, and see how it will 
work? 
Under the title of “ The Lion in his Den,” 
the Magdeburuer Zcitung prints a report of 
Bismarck’s latest feast of reason and How of 
soul at his Parliamentary “ Fruhschoppen.” 
The host was in his best historical mood, and 
poured forth a series of reminiscences of po­ 
litical persons and incidents, chiefly concern­ 
ing the German sovereigns from the “ Fur- 
stenag” in 1863 to the death of Ludwig II., 
of Bavaria. 
No living statesman has had so 
many im portant consultations with crowned 
heads, and he doubtless could, if he would, 
dictate a collection of lively biographies of 
the later Kings of Saxony, Wurtemberg, 
Hanover and 
Bavaria, 
to 
say 
nothing 
of the Grand Dukes and other sovereign 
Princes of Germany. 
“ If I had been the re­ 
actionary, which men took me for,” said the 
Chancellor, speaking of the Diet of the 
Princes iu 1863, “ I need only have given it 
my adhesion, and we could have had the 
very prettiest of reactions, supported by hun­ 
dreds of thousands of bayonets.” Ludwig 
II., of Bavaria, he remarked, was a most 
highly cultivated man, and it was his remark­ 
able culture which helped to bring him to 
such an end. 
He received a lctler from the 
uuhappy monarch eight days before the sui­ 
cide. 
The King asked him for advice. 
He 
repliffl that he could not venture to advise 
His Majesty unless the King would permit 
him to have a previous consultation with his 
Government. 
“ T hat would be no good,” 
said Ludwig. 
“ They refuse to grant me 
money for buildings, and if I cannot go on 
with my buildings I may as well die.” 
A Berlin journal publishes a synopsis of 
German emigration since 1871. 
The total 
for thut period is 1,769,297 persons. Of these 
emigrants, the destination of no fewer than 
1,618,816 was the United States, 33.433 went 
to Brazil, 15,599 to other parts of South- 
America, 16,341 to Australia, 4,780 to Brjfish 
North-America, 4,047 to Africa, and 1,086 to 
Asia. 
There remain unaccounted for 74,685 
emigrants sailing from French ports, though 
it is believed that nearly all of these went to 
the United States. 
The year of highest emi­ 
gration was 1881, when 220,902 Germans left 
their fatherland. 
The lowest number of em­ 
igrants durm g any year of the period is 
found in 1877, viz., 22,898. 
Brazil received 
most of her Germans long ago, nearly 9.000 
going to that empire in 1872-’73. 
Letterly 
the iide has run much more strongly to other 
parts of South-America, 1,723 going there in 
1888, for example, while only 1,129 went to 
Brazil. 
The 
total 
emigration 
in 
1886 
amounted to 83,218, a larger figure than for 
the preceding seven years. 
In 1887 it was 
104,650; in 1888, 98,568; but in the latter 
year the returns from Havre were missing. 
The Local-Option License Bill introduced 
in the New-Hampshire House provides for six 
classes of licenses fees for the first class rang 
ing from $100 to $1,000, to be regulated by 
the cities and towns granting licenses. 
Li 
censes are to be guarded under rigid condi 
tions. 
The first violation is made punisha 
ble by forfeiture and a line of $50, and sub­ 
sequent violations of the law by a fine of 
$100 or imprisonment for 90 days, or both. 
All liquors kept m ust be pure, and under the 
bill an inspector and assaycr of liquors is to 
be appointed by the Governor and Gouncil at 
a salary of $500. 
The Nuisance Act of 1887 
is repealed, and drunkenness is punished 
more severely than under the present law. 
The Rev. Joseph Twitchell, of Hartford
